Due to the 
condition of the -roads, local business 
turnover is far below normal and will 
probably remain so until such time as 
the roads are cleared.

Indicating the conditions under

conditions in their plants. They did hot 
want to admit that “spy system” is 
the proper name for it but it really is 
as good as any bther. Union leaders 
are incensed and threaten to call other 
strikes if the system is not abandoned, 
but we are not prepared to agree that 
those big corporations would pay large 
sums for such service if there was no 
necessity for it. They would prefer to 
devote such sums toward salaries, 
wages and dividends, but they have to 
spend these sums to protect their 
plants and workmen against the infil¬ 
tration of alien and subversive influ¬ 
ences which w-ork secretly and insidu- 
onsly to foment discord and bring 


ssistance in wintering them, 
and then to start weeding out inelig- 
ibles after the stock has been half- 
wvintered seemed the height of stupid- 
ty.

What benefits have Alberta people in the mass enjoyed 
from this great uncovering of new wealth ? Has any phase 
of their daily living been eased by the abundance of gas 
.<nd oil within their own boundaries? Is gas cheaper or is 
oil cheaper? If not, why, riot? If the benefit of natural 
wealth is not passed on in some manner, and to some de¬ 
gree, to all the people who are maintaining the services and 
forming the citizenship of the province, then there is, and 
lias been something gravely wrong with administration ot 
resources. 

Who are the beneficiaries of Albeita’s new wealth? The 
oil eanllKinies who have ventured, explored and exploited, 
who have risked capital on a more or less speculative enter¬ 
prise, in the hope of multiplying that capital to an unlimit¬ 
ed extent. They certainly are entitled to profits as a rewarii 
for their venture. It is unfortunate perhaps that so muci 
of this profit streams out of the province to other parts ol 
the world. But if their methods have been fair and above | 
ooard, no one can complain. It has been the responsibility 
of government to safeguard the rights of the people of Al- 
oerta in dealing with such bompanies. 

The government also benefits by such companies in its 
-hare in production. It imposes fairly heavy taxation, on 
all production of the wells with revenue steadily mounting 
.is oil fields increase in yield. 

But there is no disposition to share with the people in thi: 
ncreasing revenue. There is no specific service that the peo 
pie enjoy as a result of this wealth. There is no release 
from the ordinary demands of taxation which bear down up¬ 
on the majority. Gas tax mounts despite increasing yield, 
and there is no substance in the ownership of the seeor.a 
.ichest province in the dominion. 

Still another small element of the Alberta public is sai l 
,o be garnering wealth from the oil boom. A hectic spirit 
prevails on the stock exchanges; the manipulation and sale 
of stocks are building up fortunes—temporary perhaps—foi 
those engaged. That is the centre of big business in Alber¬ 
ta, where big.profits are being made. There is a legitimate 
taxing field for an acquisitive government. It is in every 

ense easy money—far different from the money earned by 
the labors of the field, the factory or ordinary industry

Economic Facts 

“I cannot conceive for a single in¬ 
stant that the members of the Alberta 
cabinet were so blind to economic facts 
as to place credence in their own state¬ 
ments, and I am compelled to believe 
that if they were not guilty of wilful 
misrepresentation and misstatements 
to the public then the only alternative 
is that they hoped some miracle would 
happen. 

“It is absolutely true that I have 
condemned the policies of the present 
Alberta cabinet and I shall continue 
doing so until such time as real social 
credit is adopted by the Alberta gov¬ 
ernment. I do not know of a single step 
for the effective inauguration of social 
credit-since the advent of the present 
administration. 

“As to the difficulties as between 
myself and the Social Credit party 
here at Ottawa, it is perhaps best that 
the parliamentary leader, Mr. J. H. 
Blackmore, should himself make the 
first statement. I do wish, however, 
to state most definitely that on one 
point I have been from the start in 
complete disagreement with him. It is 
the subject of armaments. On Jahuary 
12 Mr. Blackmore is reported to have 
stated that he would support a policy 
of increased armaments. Personally 1 
shall at every opportunity and on ev¬ 
ery possible occasion oppose such a 
policy. The policy of armaments and 
war* is nothing but a racket from which 
the people continually have greatly 
suffered. I shall continue to endorse 
and support? as all true social .credit- 
ers must, a policy of peace and eco¬ 
nomic betterment for the masses of 
humanity. 

Challenges Blackmore 

“One last remark. Again on January 
12. Mr. Blackmore is reported to have 
stated that ‘Social Credit is making 
splendid progress in Alberta.’ I must 
challenge that statement also. Can Mr. 
Blackmore, or any one else, define the 
progress that has been made and show 
what steps have been taken to institute 
social credit? 

“I find myself in thorough accord 
with Mr. John Hargrave, and his an¬ 
alysis of the conditions in Alberta.”

certain Alberta lakes, upon being 
cleaned, are found to have an object; 
ionable appearance to the eye. The 
flesh in some cases has become soft. 
Cysts, worms, and grubs have been no¬ 
ticed in the flesh of the fish itself as 
well as in its visera. Where infested 
fish have been allowed to freeze be¬ 
fore being used, upon thawing the 
cysts burst allowing the pus to exude 
from them, thereby further adding to 
the objectionable appearance. Public 
Health have found, and have gone on' 
record that, in spite of the somewhat 
objectionable appearance of the fish’s 
flesh, there are no reasons to believe 
that the use of such fish for human 
consumption will prove injurious to 
health If consumed by humans. This 
statement, however, is not sufficient to 
convince certain people that they-have 
not been sold diseased fish. According 
ly people should enquire of the fish 
dealer or ped lar- fro m whom they in- 
Tend making purchase, the nhme of'the 
species of fish they are buying. The 
Dominion “Food and Drugs Act” sec¬ 
tion 7, states in part that food shall be 
deemed to be misbranded within the 
meaning of the act “if it is an imita¬ 
tion of, of substitute for, or resem¬ 
bles in a manner likely to deceive, an¬ 
other article of food or drug under the 
name of which it is sold or offered or 
exposed for sale, and is not plainly and 
conspicuously labelled so as to indi¬ 
cate its true character" and also “if it 
is sold or offered for sale by a name 
which belongs to another article.” 

Accordingly, any pedlar or fish 
dealer carrying on the sale of tullibee 
under any other name, would be doing 
so illegally, and would be liable to 
prosecution. Such action, in fact, was 
taken in a city in the province during 
the past month and the authorities 
were succdSshful in obtaining a convi'*-

Mr, Sibley said that business was in 
large measure adhering to that princi¬ 
ple. He cited the case of the Americih" 
Telephone & Telegraph Company, 
which has reduced its rates $12,000,00n 
effective Jan. 15. Furthermore, he said, 
the general price level is at a fair point 
in relation to wages and salaries. 

Certain potential stabilities have 
been supplied. Labor, if using its pow¬ 
ers with responsibility, consumer co¬ 
operatives, and perhaps some meas¬ 
ures of the government may help in 
curbing -an unbridled upward plunge, 
that might unbalance national econo¬ 
my. Mr.gSibley recommended co-opera¬ 
tion between business and government 
to find Some common meeting ground. 

“If business is to fulfill the basic 
ideal of producing ore wealth and of 
thus progressively enhancing the 
American standard of living, it must 
be assured scope for its initiative in 
order to open new productive fields; it 
must be protected from losses result¬ 
ing from destructive competition and it 
must eliminate waste and pass the 
savings on in terms of reduced prices. 

“If these ends can be achieved, busi 
ness can finance reasonable wages, 
constantly improve conditions of work 
;nd attain the social reforms for which 
the Government strives. The task at 
present is to discover how business and 
the Government can work harmonious¬ 
ly in the same direction, without one 
lestroying the efficiency of the other.”
